(a)  Milk  Supply.  There  are  7 producers  in  the  Area.  These 
premises  were  constantly  inspected.  No  adulteration  has  been) 
reported  and  no  action  has  been  necessary. 

Frequent  visits  of 
inspection  to  Food  Shops  were  made. 

There  is  only  one  butchers  shop  in  the  area,  the  meat  being 
obtained  from  Altrinchiam.  No  animals  have  been  slaughtered  for 
human  consumption  in  the  District.

Sev/er  tests  are  taken  at  6th  Monthly  intervals  and  the 
results  have  been  gratifying. 

The  Councils  Refuse  tip,  Sewerage  Farm  and  Towns  Yard  are 
baited  monthly  as  a routine  matter  and  at  other  timed  if  found 
necessary. 

ITo  serious  infestations  have  been  found  or  reported, 
the  usual  cases  reported  are  of  occasional  rats  infesting 
hen  runs,  these  have  been  found  usually  in  the  outlying 
district  and  have  been  speedily  dealt  with. 

V/ater  Supply. 

The  whole  Of  the  District  is  supplied  from  the 
Manchester  Corporation  Mains.  The  Supplies  in  all  cases  is 
direct  to  the  House.

The  U samples  with  5 th  I3  coli  per  100  mis  of  water 
were  all  caused  by  disturbed  conditions  in  mains  following 
strong  flushing  after  work  executed  on  mains.  The  remaining 
6 samples  with  coli  each  v;ere  scattered  over  the  warm  months 
of  the  year. 

All  the  Coli  found  were  non-  faecal  Types,  and  they 

represent  harmless  "aftergrowths"  in  deposits  in  the  mains, 
more  especially  during  the  warmer  weather,  June  to  September 
inclusive. 

Plumbo  Solvency,. 

The  Thirlmere  water  is  neutralised  with  hydrated  lime 
to  pH  value  7.0  to  7*5  and  the  amount  of  lead  found  in  the 
water  after  standing  overnight  in  lead  service  pipes  was 
0.05  to  0-06.
